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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

(A)  A registered  broker  doing  business  as  an 
individual  under  some  name  other  than 
his  own  may  have  the  certificates  of  reg- 
istration of  his  salesmen  show  the  em- 
ployer’s business  name  therein. 

(B)  Certificates  of  registration  of  salesmen  in 
the  employ  of  an  association,  co-part- 
nership or  corporation  shall  be  issued  so 
as  to  show  that  such  salesmen  are  so  em- 
ployed; provided,  however,  no  certificate 
will  be  issued  to  salesmen  unless  each 
and  every  one  of  the  members  and  officers 
of  such  association,  co-partnership  or  cor- 
poration actively  participating  in  the 
brokerage  business  thereof  holds  a cer- 
tificate of  registration  as  a real  estate 
broker — and  the  revocation,  recall  or  can- 
cellation of  a certificate  of  one  or  more 
of  such  brokers  shall  automatically  sus- 
pend the  certificate  of  every  real  estate 
salesman  so  issued,  the  same  as  if  it  had 
been  issued  showing  employment  by  the 
broker  whose  certificate  has  been  revoked, 
recalled  or  cancelled — suspension  of  cer- 
tificate of  such  broker  shall  be  cause 
for  suspension  of  certificate  of  such 
salesman. 

(C)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  association,  co- 
partnership or  corporation  which  is  en- 
gaged in  the  business  or  capacity,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  of  a real  estate 
broker  or  real  estate  salesman  (and  of 
each  broker  actively  participating  in  the 
brokerage  business  thereof)  to  keep  the 
Department  of  Registration  and  Educa- 
tion truly  informed  at  all  times  as  to  who 
are  the  members  and  officers  of  such 
association,  co-partnership  or  corporation 
and  whether  or  not  they  are  respectively 
actively  participating  in  the  brokerage 
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) Q 2 ^ business  thereof,  and  of  the  correct  ad- 
dress of  the  principal  business  location 
and  of  each  of  the  branch  places  of  busi- 
ness thereof,  and  of  each  such  broker, 
and  the  failure  so  to  do  will  be  cause  for 
suspending  the  certificate  of  registration 
of  each  broker  or  salesman  acting  as  a 
broker  or  a salesman  for  such  associa- 
tion, co-partnership  or  corporation. 

RULE  PROVIDING  FOR  EXAMINATION 

If,  from  the  application,  the  competency  of 
the  applicant  cannot  be  determined,  then  the 
Department  shall  notify  the  applicant  to  pre- 
sent himself  for  examination  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Department. 

SUBJECTS  FOR  EXAMINATION 

1.  The  applicant  should  be  familiar  with  the 
duties  imposed  upon  brokers  and  salesmen 
by  the  Real  Estate  Brokers  License  Act  of 
Illinois. 

2.  The  applicant  should  have  the  usual  knowl- 
edge of  the  customary  methods  and  prac- 
tices of  carrying  on  the  real  estate  business 
in  the  general  locality  in  Illinois  wherein 
the  applicant  intends  to  maintain  a place  of 
business. 

3.  The  applicant  should  be  familiar  with  the 
code  of  ethics  or  rules  of  conduct  governing 
the  real  estate  business,  including  the 
broker  in  his  relation  to  his  clients  and  cus- 
tomers, to  other  brokers,  to  the  general 
public,  and  to  his  employees. 

4.  The  applicant  should  have  practical  knowl- 
edge of  the  general  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties of  a real  estate  broker  or  agent  in  list- 
ing, leasing,  management,  and  selling  and 
exchange  of  real  estate. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS

(B)  Certificates  of  registration  of  salesmen  in 
the  employ  of  an  association,  copartner- 
ship or  corporation  shall  be  issued  so  as 
to  show  that  such  salesmen  are  so  em- 
ployed; provided,  however,  no  certificate 
will  be  issued  to  salesmen  unless  each 
and  every  one  of  the  members  and  officers 
of  such  association,  copartnership  or  cor- 
poration actively  participating  in  the 
brokerage  business  thereof  holds  a certifi- 
cate of  registration  as  a real  estate 
broker — and  the  revocation,  recall  or  can- 
cellation of  a certificate  of  one  or  more 
of  such  brokers  shall  automatically  sus- 
pend the  certificate  of  every  real  estate 
salesman  so  issued,  the  same  as  if  it  had 
been  issued  showing  employment  by  the 
broker  whose  certificate  has  been  revoked, 
recalled  or  cancelled — suspension  of  cer- 
tificate of  such  broker  shall  be  cause  for 
suspension  of  certificate  of  such  salesman. 

(C)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  an  association,  co- 
partnership or  corporation  which  is  en- 
gaged in  the  business  or  capacity,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  of  a real  estate 
broker  or  real  estate  salesman  (and  of 
each  broker  actively  participating  in  the 
brokerage  business  thereof)  to  keep  the 
Department  of  Registration  and  Educa- 
tion truly  informed  at  all  times  as  to  who 
are  the  members  and  officers  of  such 
association,  copartnership  or  corporation 
and  whether  or  not  they  are  respectively 
actively  participating  in  the  brokerage 
business  thereof,  and  of  the  correct  ad- 
dress of  the  principal  business  location 
and  of  each  of  the  branch  places  of  busi- 
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ness  thereof,  and  of  each  such  broker, 
and  the  failure  so  to  do  will  be  cause  for 
suspending  the  certificate  of  registration 
of  each  broker  or  salesman  acting  as  a 
broker  or  a salesman  for  such  associa- 
tion, copartnership  or  corporation. 

Before  a suspended  license  may  be  rein- 
stated, the  person  involved  shall  establish 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  that 
such  person  has  not  been  engaged  directly 
or  indirectly  as  a real  estate  broker  or 
real  estate  salesman  in  disregard  of  the 
suspension. 


RULE  PROVIDING  FOR  EXAMINATION 

If,  from  the  application,  the  competency  of 
the  applicant  cannot  be  determined,  then  the 
Department  shall  notify  the  applicant  to  pre- 
sent himself  for  examination  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Department. 
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SUBJECTS  FOR  EXAMINATION 

1.  The  applicant  should  be  familiar  with  the 
duties  imposed  upon  brokers  and  salesmen 
by  the  Real  Estate  Brokers  License  Act  of 
Illinois. 

2.  The  applicant  should  have  the  usual  knowl- 
edge of  the  customary  methods  and  prac- 
tices of  carrying  on  the  real  estate  business 
in  the  general  locality  in  Illinois  wherein 
the  applicant  intends  to  maintain  a place  of 
business. 

3.  The  applicant  should  be  familiar  with  the 
code  of  ethics  or  rules  of  conduct  governing 
the  real  estate  business,  including  the 
broker  in  his  relation  to  his  clients  and  cus- 
tomers, to  other  brokers,  to  the  general 
public,  and  to  his  employees. 

4.  The  applicant  should  have  practical  knowl- 
edge of  the  general  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties of  a real  estate  broker  or  agent  in 
listing,  leasing,  management,  and  selling 
and  exchange  of  real  estate. 
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
